Pyramid  SNAP-ON  Mouldings  are  easily  applied.  A  little  All  SNAP-ON  Mouldings  have  two  members;  a  track  or 
care  will  insure  a  neat  attractive  installation.  inner  member  and  a  cover  or  outer  member. 

CAREFULLY  read  the  following  data  BEFORE  making  your  first  installation 


HOW  TO  APPLY  THE  TRACK

1st.  Fasten  the  track  to  the  background  to  which  the  moulding  is  to 
be  applied.  Drive  in  the  nails  or  screws  as  shown  in  Figure  1.  Be  sure 
they  do  not  distort  the  track  as  in  Figure  2.  The  nail  heads  should  be 
flush  with  the  edges  of  the  track  so  they  cannot  dent  the  cover  and 
mar  the  top  surface. 

2nd.  On  wood,  wallboard  or  similar  material,  use  cement  coated  nails 
of  suitable  length.  On  plaster  walls,  use  shoemaker  nails,  driving  them 
against  a  lath  so  the  soft  point  will  bend  and  form  a  key  in  the  plaster. 
On  soft  wallboard,  always  use  screws.  They  may  also  be  used  on 
plaster  walls. 


HOW  TO  SNAP-ON  THE  COVER 
Mouldings  1"  wide  or  less

Place  one  edge  of  the  cover  under  one  edge  of  the  track.  On  a  horizontal 
application,  the  lower  edge  should  be  placed  first.  See  Figure  3.  Then 
apply  pressure  with  the  heel  of  the  hand,  pushing  toward  the  opposite 
side  of  the  track  and  the  cover  will  readily  SNAP-ON.  Follow  this 
method  along  the  moulding  one  foot  at  a  time. 

No  force  is  necessary.  Use  only  your  hands.  Do  not  use  tools  or  hammer.

On  mouldings  114"  wide  or  more,  when  necessary,  one  edge  of  the 
cover  should  be  forced  snugly  under  one  side  of  the  track  by  tapping 


the  edge  lightly  with  a  block  of  hard  wood  or  similar  material.  See 
Figure  4.  Do  this  for  two  feet  along  the  track.  Then  apply  pressure 
as  explained  and  the  cover  will  SNAP-ON  easily. 

Outside  or  Inside  Corner  Mouldings 

These  patterns  are  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  described  above 
for  the  wider  patterns. 

On  inside  corners,  if  the  angle  of  the  wall  is  greater  than  90  degrees, 
fasten  only  one  side  of  the  track.  Then  the  cover  will  readily  SNAP-ON. 


HOW  TO  CUT  OR  MITER  STAINLESS  STEEL 
MOULDING 


Use  a  32-tooth  hack  saw  blade  of  high  speed  steel.  We  can  furnish 
these  or  they  may  be  had  at  any  good  hardware  store. 

It  is  important  to  hold  the  moulding  firmly  in  place  while  cutting.  A 
simple  wooden  miter  box  with  a  Vs"  strip  of  steel  set  in  it  will  easily 
handle  all  widths  and  shapes  of  moulding.  See  Figure  5. 


Another  method  is  a  miter  box  to  fit  each  style  of  moulding.  See  Figure  6. 

In  cutting,  the  saw  blade  should  be  "floated"  over  the  moulding.  Do 
not  use  force. 

An  oil  stone  will  take  off  any  sharp  edges  on  the  saw  teeth  and  assure 
a  smooth  cut.

HOW  TO  MAKE  SMOOTH  BUTT  JOINTS 


HOW  TO  APPLY  MOULDING  ON  CURVED  SURFACES 


Smooth  butt  joints  can  be  made  by  carefully  cutting  and  removing  burrs 
before  applying  the  cover.  Apply  cover  pieces  so  that  the  joint  does 
not  occur  at  the  same  point  as  the  joint  in  the  track.  See  Figure  7. 
Splicers  may  be  had  if  desired  for  12-S,  10-S  and  10-RCS. 

HOW  TO  JOIN  MOULDING  AT  ROOM  CORNERS 
Half  Round  or  Corrugated  Top  Patterns 

Miter  the  end  of  each  piece  edgewise  through  the  moulding  at  a  45 
degree  angle  for  either  inside  or  outside  corners. 

The  track  should  come  within  3A"  of  the  corner — on  each  side  of  the 
corner.

For  Inside  Corners,  miter  through  the  cover  edgewise  at  45  degrees,  as 
described  above — or  butt  the  end  of  one  piece  against  the  top  face  of 
the  other.  See  Figure  8. 


For  Outside  Corners,  make  a  V-cut  through  the  bottom  legs  and  side- 
walls  of  the  cover — not  through  the  top.  A  triangular  file  will  do  for 
a  90  degree  angle  corner.  Then  the  cover  will  bend  around  the  corner 
and  SNAP-ON  easily.  Apply  the  track  to  within  %"  of  the  corner  on 

each  side  of  the  corner.  Corner  caps  may  be  had  if  desired  for  12-S, 
10-S  and  10-RCS.  See  Figure  9. 


Pyramid  Mouldings  may  be  curved  at  right  angles  to  the  face  of  the 
moulding  for  either  internal  or  external  bends.  The  degree  of  possible 
curve  depends  on  the  style  of  the  moulding  and  the  width.  Write  for 
data  sheet  on  bending.  Flat  Top,  Half  Round  and  Corrugated  patterns 
can  be  bent  to  the  larger  radii  on  the  job.  Flat  Tops  are  the  most 
flexible.  Bends  for  smaller  radii  can  be  made  in  our  factory. 

See  Figure  10. 

Prices  quoted  upon  request.  Send  full  data  as  to  radius,  internal  or 
external  curves,  style  of  moulding,  and  number  and  length  of  pieces. 
When  applying  bent  moulding,  the  track  should  be  applied  as  usual. 
It  will  bend  readily.  Then  the  cover  should  be  snapped  on,  one  foot  at 
a  time.  See  data  under  How  to  Snap  on  the  Cover,  Page  8. 

For  the  smaller  radii  the  track  should  be  applied  in  2"  pieces  with  6" 
to  8"  between  each  piece  and  the  cover  then  snapped  on.  For  bends 
with  a  very  small  radius,  it  is  not  necessary  to  have  the  track  follow 
around  the  curve.  The  track  should  be  applied  only  up  to  the  bend. 


HOW  TO  APPLY  MOULDING  ON  METAL 


The  most  popular  method  is  with  spring  wire  clips.  Holes  are  punched 
in  the  metal  background  and  clips  are  inserted  in  the  moulding  cover. 
Then  when  the  clips  are  pressed  into  the  holes,  the  tension  holds  the 
moulding  permanently  tight  and  secure.  See  Figure  11. 

Another  method  is  to  apply  the  track  with  the  flat  face  down  and 
fasten  it  with  bolts,  rivets,  screws  or  by  spot-welding.  Then  SNAP-ON 
the  cover  in  the  usual  manner. 


HOW  TO  SOLDER  STAINLESS  STEEL 

Where  an  especially  neat  or  solid  corner  or  joint  is  desired,  pieces  can 
be  soldered  together  with  Stainless  Steel  solder.  Soldering  a  small  angle 
of  plain  Stainless  Steel  inside  the  corner  or  a  flat  piece  inside  other 
patterns  makes  the  soldered  joint  much  stronger.
